HORROR 


Riviceion in a Colliery in 
England. 


A Hundred or More Men Imprisoned 
in the Death Pit. 


A Score or More Taken tothe Sur. 
face Dead or Dying.

Many Miners Still Imprisoned—Filames 
Make All Attempts to Rescue Them 
Almost Impossible—Ali Prob- 
ably Dead or Doomed. 


Telegraph to The Times. 

Lospox, Dec. 14.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press,| A fearful explosion 
occurred this morning in the Bamfur- 
long colliery, Wigan, Lancashire, and 
not less than fifty lives were lost. .The 
men went to work this morning as 
usual after the mine had been inspected. 
Shortly afterward a fearful explosion 
shook the earth, and a cloudof smoke 
shot up through the shaft. It is sup- 
posed the explosion was caused by an 
accumulation of coal gas, which the in- 
spector overlooked on his rounds. 

As soon as the explosion occurred 
women and children rushed to the 
mouth of the pit. where there were the 
usual heartrending scenes witnessed 
whensuch an accident occurs. Steps 
were immediately taken to ascertain 
theextent of the disaster, and many 
volunteered to explore tne pit. 

Later advices say that the loss of life 
may be less than at first reported, but 
the situation is critical. One hundred 
men remain in the mine unable to get 
out, owing to the fire, which followed 
the explosion, and which is raging 
fiercely. Every effort is being made to 
subdue the fire and bring the survivors 
tothe surface. It is impossible at pres- 
ent to give the loss of life. 

Twenty miners have just been rescued 
in bad condition. Men are still below 
imprisoned in aseam below where the 
fire is raging. There are strong hopes 
that many of them will be rescued. 

Later.—Despite efforts to extinguish 
the fire, the flames spread to the engine 
house atthe head of the air tunnel. 
This stopped pumping air into the mine 
and added greatly tothe peril of those 
who were inthe pit. The fire was not 
subdued until 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
Some little time after the bodies of 
twenty miners were brought to the sur- 
face by rescuing parties. . 

scenesinthe mine. The les lie in 
twos and threes. As the men fell 
large sections of the roof and galleries 
collapsed. Amid the ruins were found 
mangled bodiesand half burned limbs. 
The ruins blocked many parts of the 
mine, and therefore the men searching 
for bodies were unable to give any 
definite idea of the number lost. 
Several miners who were just alive 
when found, died on the way to the 
surface, or shortly after being taken 
from the car. The work of rescue will 
be continued through the _ night. 
although there is little hope that more 
men will be taken out alive. 


A MISSING MAN. 


A Noted Scientist Disappears—Last Heard 
fromat Los Angeles. 

New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.] A 
petition was filed in the Surrogate’s 
Court at Jamaica, L. 1, this afternoon 
fur the probate of the will of James H. 
L’ Hommedieu, the millionaire builder 
at Great Neck. The petition recites 
that the whereabouts of one of the de- 
cedent’s sons, Theodore L’ Hommedieu, 
isunknown. When last heard from he 
had started to explore the big trees of 
California, and itis supposed that he 
was lost or murdered in one of the 
forests. He hada great reputation as 
an antiquarian, and often wandered 
through the forests for days at atime 
searching for rare archzological ob- 
jects. Just before starting on his last 
exploring expedition he wrotea letter 
to his sister, MissCaroline L’ Homme- 
dieu dated at Los Angeles.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


A Resolution for Sabs«titating Education 
for Boycotts and Strikes. 

Dec. 14.—|[By the As- 
sociated Press.| At the meeting of the 
American Federation of Labor this 
morning, the Committee on Resolutions 
teported a plan to create national or 
international unions wherever seven 
unions of any particular craft have 
been formed. President Gompers 
thought it would not always be prac- 
ticable, owing to the weakness of new 
Onions. Debate on the question was 
suspended to listen to the address of ex- 
Senator Blair of New Hampshire on his 
proposed improvement of the common 
school system. 

A special committee was appointed 
for the consideration of methods for 
limiting to their proper functions the 
military and judicial powers, which, it 
was resolved, had veen used in contra- 
vention of law and good government 
during the recent labor encounters. 

Another resolution on the same topic 
was reported favorably, providing that 
as the strike and boycott had failed as 
weapons of organized labor, a cam- 
paign of education should be inaugu- 
rated by the federation and the irre- 
sistible power of the ballot be arrayed 
inthe struggle for union supremacy. 
This was referred to the same special 
committee, together with other resolu- 
tions aiming against the military. 

A large number of other resolu- 
tions were introduced, among them 
the following: For prohibiting Jap- 
anese immigration; for a Congress- 
ional investigation into the Cour 
d'Alene mining troubles. 

A breeze over the tariff was provoked 
by a negative report on the resolution 
asking an extra session of Congress for 
the passing of free-trade legislation. 
A number of communications from 
affiliated bodies were read, and the con- 
vention adjourned until tomorrow.

SATOLLI’S MISSION. 


Its Scope Very Fully Explained in a 
Circular. 

Battiwore, Dec. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| There has just been is- 
sued for private circulation among the 
bishops of the Catholic Church in the 
United States an abstract of the min- 
utes of the late conference of archbish- 
ops in New York. It states that Mgr. 
Satolli informed the metropolitans that 
he had been commissioned by the Holy 
Father to speak to them in his name on 
questions of Catholic education. He 
then read and explained fourteen prop- 
ositions which he laid before the arch- 
bishops for the purpose of fimpally set- 
tling the school question, and jndicat- 
ing the means that should be adopted 
for imparting religious instruction to 
Vatholic children. 

After having declared that this state- 
ment was made in the name df the 
Pope, Satolli went on tosay that he 
had been charged, moreover, by the 
Pope to inform the metropolitans that 
as it has been customary with the Holy 
See to appoint an apostolic delegate to 
reside permanently in the country 
where the beirarchy is well established 
and religitn flourishing, it was the 
Pope’s heartfelt desire that now a per- 
manent apostolic delegation be estab- 
lished in the United States, with the 
céneutrence of the most reverend arch- 
bishops. Certain modifications were 
suggested to this, and Satolli ex- 
plained that the document _repre- 
sented the mind of the Pope, which 
did not admit of discussion, but that the 
style and expressions were his (Sa- 
tolli’s), and he would be happy to make 
in them any modifications the assem- 
bled prelates deemed best. 

After considerable discussion certain 
modifications were made on lines pre- 
viously stated in these dispatches. 
Archbishop Ireland having resigned the 
position of secretary, bishop Chapelle 
was @lected to that position.

Smith scored the first blow, a light 
right-arm hook on the jaw, but was 
hissed for choking Needham in a clinch.

CARNUT TO RESIGN. 


The Panama Scandal Reaches Even 
the President. 


Some of His Relatives and Friends Said te 
Be Implicated — The Investigation 
Gradually Dragging Out the 
Bottom Facts. 


Jy Telegraph to The Times. 
Loxnon, Dec. 14.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A dispatch from Paris 


.to the Central News Agency says that 


the rumors that President Carnot will 
resign shortly are confirmed this even- 
ing. At Tuesday's Cabinet meeting, 
during a heated dispute between Ribot 
and Kouvier, the President interposed 
and remarked: ‘‘The action of certain 
ministers renders my retention of 
office almost impossible.”’ 

Carnot’s difficulty is increased by re- 
ports that his family and brothers are 
involved in the Panama Canal scandal. 

Panis, Dec. 14.—The principal wit- 
nesses examined by the Panama canal 
committee today were Rouvier, who 
yesterday resigned the finance port- 
folio; Constans, former Minister of 
the Interior, and Clemenceau, the well- 
known Kadical Deputy. 

Rouvier declared that he had noth- 
ing to add to what he said yesterday. 
When he asked Baron Reinach if he had 
committed any criminal offenses’ or 
bribed any Senators or Deputies, the 
Baron replied: "No, I have realized 
some profits which I have shared with 
certain friends.’’ 

Clemenceau testitied that Rouvier 


asked him tosee Herz on.account of the 


desperate state of mind into which Ba- 
ron Keinach had been driven by the 
charges brought against him by various 
newspapers. Witness did not know 
why Keinach applied to Herz to have 
the press attacks stopped. When wit- 
uess and Baron Reinach left the house 
of Constans, the last-named gentleman 
having denied that he instigated the 


newspaper agitation, the Baren said: 


am lost.”’ 

Georges Duval, acting editor of La 
Libre Parole, who was summoned to tes- 
tify before the committee, has written 
a disrespectiul letter, in which he re- 
fusesto appear, and declares that Dru- 
mont, editur of the paper, must be 
liberated from prison.

Socialists are 
actively organizing in view of the com- 
ing dissolution of the Reichstag. They 
declare that they are certain of an 
enormons increase in votes. 

It is reported the magistrates have 
been instructed to have the voting lists 
ready for January 20. If this is true 
this points to the conviction in govern- 
ment circles that a dissolution is immi- 
nent and necessary. 

The debate on the first reading of the 
Army Bill was continued in the Reich- 
stag today. Herr von Mantenffel, a 
prominent leader of the Conservative 
party, made a speech on the measure, 
in the course of which he resents the 
assertions cast upon the Conservative 
party by Chancellor von Caprivi, who 
afew days ago declared in the Reich- 
stag that the Conservatives were sup- 
porters of Rector Ahlwardt. On behalf 
of the Conservative party Manteuffel 
disclaimed any intention of carrying on 
a demagogic propaganda. They never 
made their attitude toward the Army 
Pill dependent upon concessions in other 
matters. 

Caprivi replied and referred to the 
report published in the Areut Zcitung 
of the recent meeting of Conservatives. 
He said he drew from this report the 
conclusion that the party hadsympathy 
for aman who had been condemned by 
the judges as an aspersor of the army. 

This statement was grected with 
cries of by Conserva- 
tives. 

Continuing, the Chancellor said he 
was satisfied now to@ind that the party 
had declined to identify itself with 
Ablwardt. 

Dr. Liebar of the Center party de- 
clared that the Centrists would only 
support the two-years’ service clause of 
the bill under the existing organiza- 
tion, and would oppose the increase in 
the number of soldiers provided for in 
the bill.

New York, Dec. 14.—-|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In his argument today 
Dr. Briggs took up the second charge, 
which alleged that he coérdinated the 
Bible, church and reason as the sources 
of divine authority in his celebrated 
inaugural address. Hesaid that he rec- 
ognized that the scriptures are really 
the greatest authority of the Christian 
religion. He thought. however, that 
the authors of the Westminster Confes- 
sion had not sufficiently recognized that 
the logos was the light of the world as 
taught in the prologue of John’s gospel. 
If Presbyterian doctrines, as taught by 
Westminster divines, were alone ac- 
cepted and the better beliefs of 
the more liberal modern Presbyterian 
Church were rejected, then must the 
soldiers of the Salvation Army, the 
members of the Society of Friends, un- 
numbered heathen and unbaptized cbil- 
dren be considered eternally lost. He, 
for one, was not willing to subscribe to 
any such barbarity. The Confession of 
Faith did recognize that the word 
should be illuminated by the Spirit of 
Godin the heart. Heathen could be 
saved by the shining of the logos ir 
their minds, and not by belief in a Bi- 
ble they knew nothing of. As the 
Pharisees of old were rebuked by Christ 
for maintaining that they alone pos- 
sessed all goodness, so now should these 
modern Pharisees of the Presbyterian 
Church be rebuked for denying .salva- 
tion to millions who do not subscribe to 
their narrow belief. 

‘‘Reason,’’ said Briggs, acknowl- 
edged as the greatest endowment God 
has given man.

Trial of OMecers Charged With E mbezs- 
sling the Funds. 


Pittsscroen, Dec. 14.—The cases of 
embezzlement and conspiracy against 


Godfrey, Ball and Mundorf, ex-supreme 
officers of the Order of Solon, were re- 
sumed this morning. Expert Vaughn 
testified that the books showed a fina! 
shortage of 81843. There was no ex- 
planation of the shortage of 814,000, 
and he was net told why or by whom 
$12,000 was afterward paid in. He 
found places ‘in the books where pages 
had been removed, and checks, war- 
rants and reports were missing. Some 
missing papers were afterward ob- 
tained from Mundorf. The case for the 
prosecution rested. 

The attorney for the defense, in open- 
ing, claimed that Godfrey at no ti 
was shortin his accounts, 
due to his efficient management tha 
the order was put on a good basis. 

The ex-supreme treasurer, one of 
three defendants, was called to the 
stand by the defense. The witness 
said: “When I was ..chairman of 
finances I made an examination of the 
vooks and found discrepancies in the ac- 
counts of Supreme Secretary Benjamin 
I. Beatty in May, 1891. I reported 
the shortage of the accounts of God- 
frey. lIalso reported the shortage of 
the accounts of Beatty and other of- 
ficers. Godfrey made no attempt to 
conceal a shortage of 86000 in his 
bank account. He told the trustees 
that Beatty was getting a salary, and 


he (Godfrey) thought he had a right to 
his salary. 


A POPULIST APPEAL

from H. E. Taubeneck, ¢hairman of the 
People’s National Central Committee,

power in the Legislature. Taube- 
neck’s letter purports to be a reply to 
one received from D.._B. Hanna of Ta- 
coma, Wash., who wishes to prevent, 
if possible, any member voting for 
either a Republican or Democrat.

The great question now is: What will 
the People’s party legislators do when it 
comes to balloting for Senators’ Will 
they be big enough for the position they 
occupy? Will they remain true to the 
people who elected them, or will they dis- 
grace their States and the sentiment 
of the United States Senate by a 
tinge of bribery attached to the certificates 
of election, as Illinois did two years ago?’

Details of the Recent Fight With 
Mexican Regular Troops. 


The Latter Only Defeated After 
Desperate Resistance. 


The So-called Revolationistsa Led by a 
‘Noted Desperado—Four Men 
by His Hand in the 
Battle. 


' Telegraph to The Times. 

Guerrero (Mexico,) Dec. 14.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Gen. Lorenzo 
Garcia, commander of this military 
zone, has issued orders to all troops 
stationed along the frontier to be on 
the lookout for revolutionists, and show 
them no mercy. All revolutionists cap- 
tured on this side of the border will be 
dead ones insbort4rder. A pronuncia- 
mento has beencitculated among ranch- 
men in Starr and Zapata counties, de- 
claring that a second invasion of Mex- 
ico will be made this month. 

The government telegraph has been 
repaired, and an official report of the 
battle near Ygnacio has been sent to 
military headquarters. The battle took 
place fifteen miles from here, and, 
on an order by courier for reinforce- 
ments, Maj. Esquebel left immediately 
with 150 men, but the fight was over 


and the revolutionists had crossed 
the river into the United States 
when he arrived, taking with 


them twenty prisoners, forty horses 
and a large amount of ammunition and 
guns. The Mexican soldiers fought 
oravely. There were only forty-five of 
them” opposed to 200 revolutionists. 
Capt. Zegar, in command, led charge 
after charge against the opposing 
force, but he was outnumbered and 
was killed by a pistol shot from 
tbe leader of the revolutionists, who is 
thought to be Pendencio Gonzales, for- 


merly a prominent rancher of Starr 
county, Tex. 


PURSUING THE MARAUDERS. 


Federal Troops in the Field—Details of 
the Late Fight. 
New Dec. 14.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] A special to the 
Times-Democrat from San Antonio says 
that a dispatch from Carrizo savs that 
two companies of the United States 
Third Cavalry have arrived there from 
Fort Mcintosh, under command of Lieut. 
Hettington, in search of the Mexican 
bandits who committed the bloody on- 
slaught on Mexican troops at San 
Ygnacio last Saturday. There was also 
a large furce of United States deputy 
marshals in the field searching for the 
marauders. 
The dispatch states that the revolu- 
tionists are under command of Ensta- 
cardo Ramon, known as a ngtorious out- 
law on the lower Rio Grande. In an at- 
tempt to arrest him forthe murder of 
another Mexican at Carmegeo, eight 
years ago, he killed the Sheriff and es- 
caped to the Texas side of the river, 
taking up his residence in Starr county. 
In the battle at San Ygnacio of Satur- 
day Capt. Zegar and Lieut. Lopez, with 
four Mexican soldiers, sought refuge in 
the barracks from the fury of the insur- 
gents. The place was surrounded and 
Ramon set fireto the structure. roast- 
ing the six menalive. In addition to 
this it is stated he killed four other 
Mexicans in the fight with his own 
hand. 
The Mexican scouts in attendance at 
the United States court in San Antonio 
have been summarily ordered to the 


_ front to aid in locating the bandits. 


The Captive Mexicans. 

St. Louis, Dec. 14.—A dispatch from 
Laredo, Tex., says: ‘“‘The Mexican 
consul here informs your representative 
that the bandits, after their butchery 
of Mexican officers and soldiers, on 
Saturday . night, crossed the Rio 
Grande into Texas, and delivered 
twelve Mexican soldiers, whom they cap- 
tured in the night, to a Justice of the 
Peace at San Ygnacio, where they are 
still held as prisoners. The Consul 
was informed that upon his application 
for a writ of habeas corpus the soldiers 
would be released, but he has not yet 
applied for the writ.

The Problem ef California’s Devel. 
opment. 

The report of Gen. N. P. Chipman, 
chairman of the Committee on Indus- 
trial Resources of the State Board of 
Trade, published in full, and exciusively. 
by Tue Times yesterday morning, is a 
valuable statistical study, based on the 
last Government census. Gen. Chip- 
man correctly premises that the 
strength and power of the West have 
resulted from the rapid increase of the 
farming population, and that the wealth 
of California lies in her soil and its ca- 
pabilities,-under our strikingly favor- 
able climatic influences. Assuming 
that, wherever agriculture has been 
the basis of wealth, the lands have been 
first occupied in small holdings, and the 
towns have been built up later, he sees 
bo reason why this law should be re- 
versed in California. And yet it has 
been reversed to a great extent, es- 
pecially in Northern California. The 
object of his investigation has been to 
show in which sections there has been 
a normal, healthy growth, and in which 
sections the growth, if any, has been 
abnormal and unsatisfactory. It is 
hardly necessary to say that Southern 


California proves to be the salt 
shat savors the development of 
the State. Some of the upper 
counties show an actual and 


even a heavy decrease of population 
during the decade from 1880 to 1890, 
and some, while showing an increase in 
the towns, have a considerable falling 
offin the rural population. While the 
whole State has gained 343,486 people, 
265,323, or over 77 per cent., have 
settled in the cities and towns, while 
78.1138, or less than 83 per cent. have 
taken to the rural districts. More than 
one-third of the entire increase has 
gone into the three citiesof San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland and Los Angeles. 

By making figures on groups of 
counties in various parts of the State, 
and comparing them, Gen. Chipman 
finds that seven counties of Southern 
California have received 61 per cent. 
of theentire increase of rural popula- 
tion. Putting the matter in another 
wiy, we may say that, while the rural 
population of the State has been in- 
creasing at the rate of 838 out of every 
100 new setflers, the seven counties in 
the South havesecured 20 of these, and 
the remaining 13 have been distributed 
among the other 46 counties. This 
puts the matter in a strong light, and 
no wonder the far seeing people of the 


upper ‘end of the State are alarmed 
by it. 


Undoubtedly Gen. Chipman’s idea in 
making this study has been to awaken 
his neighbors up‘country to their short- 
comings and to scare them a little by 
showing them whither they are drift- 
In making this comparison be- 


not minced matters, and he has done 
full mathematical justice to our sec- 
tion. Hecorrects an error in estimat- 
ing the percentage of increase for Los 
Angeles county, which was noted by 
Tue Times at the time the census bulle- 
tin giving thisdata appeared. We then 
rearranged the figures to show the per- 
centage of increase in Los Angeles and 
Orange counties, taken together. He 
says: 

Orange county was formed in 1889, 
and all the population there found was 
placed in the column of increase for 
that county in'1890. The fact is, that 
by consulting the census of 1880 we 
find 8579 of this increase for 1890 
were in the same territory in 1880. 
In giving the increase for Los Angeles, 
the census bulletin treats this number, 
8579, \as in Los Angeles county in 
1880, and thus diminishes the increase 
in the latter county. I have in my ta- 
ble dealt with Orange fairly, but have 
deducted these 8579 from her appar- 
ent increase, thus correctly showing 
what has taken place in the territory 
comprising the two counties, and thus 
giving Los Angeles the full credit to 
which she is entitled. 

In endeavoring to find the cause for 
the marked contrast in development be- 
tween the northern and the southern 
counties Gen. Chipman says: 


Turn back and consult the tables, and 
in every case, witha very few excep- 
tions, where there has been substan- 
tial increase you will find a county 
where fruitis the distinctive attrac- 
tion. The exceptions are cases not in- 
volving agricultural development; as, 
for example, Siskiyou and Humboldt, 
where the lumber interest brought the 
people in large part. In no instance 
will you find any growth worth men- 
tioning in the rural districts where 
wheat farming is the leading industry. 
Generally in such districts there is an 
actual loss of population and decadence 
of prosperity. The towns have grown 
in some counties, but the country has 
not. 4 

It will be seen also that while 61 per 
cent. of our rural increase is in the 
seven counties south of the Tehachepi 
Mountains, the balance is nearly all 
south ofa lime drawn east and west 
through the city of Sacramento. 

It is worth our while to search out a 
reason forthis. It does not lie in soil 
or climate; the conditions both of 
soil and climate are even more 
favorable north of this line than 
south of it, by reason of simi- 
lar conditions generally, and with the 
added comparative cheapness ef lands 
and increased rainfall north of the line. 
which makes irrigation unnecessary to 
grow fruits successfully. What is the. 
cause? - 

Primarily I attribute it to Jarge land 
holdings and a failure or unwillingness 
of the owners to subdivide and invite 
immigration. 

Another potent cause is the absence 
of competition in transportation lines, 
by reason of which there has not been

Gen. Chipman writes from the stand- 
point of an up-country hortitaltarist, 
and he is therefore disposed to magnify 
the natural resources of his portion of 
the State. If he should acknowledge 
the irrigating systems of Southern 
California as areal source of wealth, 
instead of acomparative disadvantage, 
he would be nearer the mark The 
history of all irrigating countries shows 
that this sort of agricultural develop- 
ment leads to intensive culture, the 
largest average returns per acre and 
the largest rural population. | 

Gen. Chipman does net over-estimate 
the value of railroad competition in the 
development of Southern California, or 
the importance of individual 
prise in opening up large tracts to 
settlement. Per contra, he is correct 
in his estimate of the deterrent factors 
of the North in land monopoly and in 
the depopniating and unthrifty ten- 
dency of grain farming on a large scale. 
This sort of development tends to make 
a few men rich and to beggar the 
country. It is a sort that is worse than 
no development at all. . , 

We are certainly under obligations 
to Gen. Chipman for showing us the 
bright sideof his picture, but the people 
of the North, if they are w will 
thank him more for the 
gloomy side. Itis for their good, and 
is only that kind of advice which a 
sincere friend will tender. , 


The Azusa—Its Troubles and Tri. 
umphs. 

No horticultural or agricultural sec- 
tion of Southern California is advanc- 
ing on broader lines of development 
than the Azusa, at the eastern end of 
the San Gabriel Valley. It enjoys the 
very choicest advantages of soil ana 
climatic conditions and water supply, 
and is famous for its oranges, apricots, 
peaches, pears, prunes and small fruits. 
It is also becoming famous for its latge 
output of produce of various kinds. The 
farmers and fruit-growers there are 
gradually acquiring an independence, 
and the result is manifestin finely im- 
proved and carefully-tended places, and 
in creditable residences. 

While the Azusa has always enjoyed 
the same natural advantages that it 
now possesses, it has not always been 
anexemplar of thrift and prosperity. 
And therein lies a text upon which 
a valuable sermon might be preached to 
the residents of outlying sections. It 
would be a sermon of peace and good 
will to men, with the reward promised 
right here on earth in greatly aug- 
mented prosperity. 

The early settlers of the Azusa were 
what are commonly termed squatters. 
The whole country was supposed to be 
covered by a Spanish grant, and was at 
one time in the possession of one man. 
But a survey showed that the gratit did 
not cover as much landas the holder 
believed it did, and so the squatters 
came in and took up preémption claims. 
This precipitated a contest in the courts 
between the putative owner and the 
settlers, and the contest dragged its 
slow length along for twenty years. 
The heavy expense involved bankrupted 
the grant owner. Atone time he had 
been the possessor of all the land from 
the west line of Baldwin’s ranch, near 
Sierra Madre, to the head of the San 
Gabriel Valley, a stretch of twelve or 
fifteen miles. He eked out the latter 
end of his life in a little cabin near his 
old homestead, which he occupied by 
suffrance, and at the time of his @éath 
he did not possessa foot of land on 
earth. 

While the struggle in the courts was 
thus disastrous to the old grant owner, 
it bore pretty heavily on the settlers as 
well. About every dollar that they 
could scrape together was expended to 
fee lawyers and meet court expenses. 
Some of them starved out or got tired 
of the harassing struggle and moved 
away. Those who fought it out to the 
bitter end and finally procured good 
titles, when they came to figure up the 
bill of expense, found that they had 
paid out more money thanit would have 
cost them to buy their lands out and 
out. But this was not all of the mis- 
chief which came from the lawsuit. 
The fact that the lands were in contro- 
versy—that the holders might loose 
possession at any time if the fortunes 
of law went against them—that they 
were obliged to put every dollar they 
could raise irto their lawyers’ hands, 
leaving them nothing for permanent 
improvements or working ca pital—had 
a depressing effect on the whole sec- 
tion. The blight of contention: and 
poverty was over it all. While the 


settlements of Anaheim, Santa Ana. 
Pasadena, Riverside and numerous 
other places were reaching out 


| for their splendid development, Azusa 


was still fighting, and doing little else. 
Of course all law suits have to come to 
an end some time, and this one, after 
dragging twenty years and absorbing 
the full value of the land from each 
side of the controversy, finally reached 
aclimax. The settlers and their de- 
visees at last held a clear ctitle and 
were ready to begin anewin the world 
with an assurance that they might reap 
the benefits of their improvements. 
However, they had lived in an atmos- 
phere of conteution so long that they 
could not readily adjust themselves to 
their new conditions. Then was the 
question of water rights to be settled 
between themselves and between their 
settlement as a whole and neighboring 
settlements. This led into more law- 
suits of the most complicated sort, and 
into all kinds of angry contentions. It 
Was atone time thought necessary to 
organize a shot-gun brigade and take 
possession of the source of supply and 
“The Azusa water 
war’? is a term which has been en- 
grafted into local history. Anybody 
who has lived here a few years will 
recognize it as a familiar acquaintance. 
But finally even this controversy was 
ended. Wiser, more conservative 
and more peaceable counsels prevailed. 
A spirit of ‘live and let live’’ seemed 
to get into the community, All of the 
differences were adjusted on an ami- 
cable basis, and it -was found that, if 
the water supply was properly handled, 
there would be enough for all claim- 
ants. Ther and not till then, began 
the real s..Dstantial development of the 
Azusa... Since the time peace was de- 
glared all along the line, Progress has

been waving her magic wand over the 
settlement and working the most grati- 
fying transformation. It is today one 
the most productive,’ most promising 
and most delightful sections of Los An- 
geles county. 

The Azusa Irrigating Company is new 
about completing a main distributing 
ditch 15,000 feet long, with a carry- 
ing: capacity of from 1200 to 2800 
inches of water. It is formed of solid 
six-inch walls of cement on the sides 
and bottom, and is a model of design 
and construction. The breadth of the 
ditch at the bottom is 3 feet 6 inches, 
at the top 4 feet and the 


sides 
stand 8 feet 8 inches high. The 
contract price for this work is 
$21,750. This, however, is only a 


part of the general distributing system. 
A series of lateral ditches and pipes 
yet to be constructed will convey the 
water from the main ditch to every 
part of the settlement. The cost of 
the whole distributing system wiil be 
about $80,000. When completed it 
will no doubt be one of the finest irri- 
gating plants in the world. 

Fog several years work has been pros- 
ecuted vigorously at the source of sup- 
ply in San Gabriel Cajfion. A tunnel 
was bored through the solid rock, con- 
stituting a spur of the mountain, by 

“_! to bring the stream out on a 

Topér level and without loss by seep- 

age. Three-quarters of a mile above 
this a development tunnel has been run 
into the moyntain to the depth of 3000 
feet. Its upperend is now beneath the 
bed of the stream, eighty feet below 
the surface. This is designed to tap 
the underflow. It has already aug- 
mented the supply about 200 inches, 
and the work is still progressing. 

It seems a pity that since white- 
winged peace has settled upon the 
Azusa country with such beneficent re- 
sults the old-time spirit of contention 
should again pop its ugly head up in 
the community. Butsuch is the lam- 
éntable fact. One or two of the land- 
owners who do not care to join in the 
march of progress themselves, and 
would consequently like to hold every- 
body else back tor company, have be- 
gun a suit in the Superior Court to en- 
join the company from turning water 
into the new cement ditch, and thus 
utilizing the magnificent system. 
These balky settlers want the court to 
issue a mandate to the company oblig- 
ing it to keep the water running in the 
old earth ditches, thereby. con- 
tinning a method of distribution 
which wastes about 60 per cent. 
ofthe supply taken from the caiion. 
This, however, is only a small speck of 
war, and we apprehend that it will not 


develop into serious proportions. It 


does not seem possible that, onthe de- 
mand of one or two individuals, any court 
would order the abandonment of works 


}so costly, so valuable to an entire com- 


munity and so essential to the prosper- 
ity of the country. If such a precedent 
were to be established, there would be an 
end to all public improvements, for 
nothing is ever attempted on a large 
scale which does not encounter one or 
more objectors. : 

We congratulate the progressive 
-people of Azusa on the magnificent start 
which they have made, and we are cer- 
tain that this latest stumbling block 
in their path will be quickly removed. 

Meanwhile, if there are any other set- 
tlements in Southern California that are 
wasting their substance in disputes and 
legal controversies, we advise them to 
take warning by the experience of” 
Azusa, and follow her later rather than 
her earlier example. 


The Senatorship and the Patronage, 

The Stockton Mail, which is one of 
the staunchest Democratic papers in 
the State, stands firmly by ‘Our Steve”’ 
in his candidacy for the United .

RUSSELL HARRISON’S FIASCO. 


The Queer Financiering of His Helens 
Newspaper. 

A special dispatch from Helena, 

Mont., to the San Francisco Examiner 


has this to say about the latest phase of . 


a great scandal: 
The attempts that have been made to 


form a new company and reissue the, 


Helena Daily Journal, Russell B. Harri- 
son’s former paper, have resulted in 
complete failure. 

The paper was sold by the Sheriff ten 
days ago, and was bought in by the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of this city, under 
whose attachment fora debt of $30,000 
it was sold. 

Just previous to the sale Lew Wallace, 
Jr., came to Helena as a representative 
of Russell Harrison, Stephen B. Elkins 
and R. C. Kerens of St. Louis. The lat- 
ter gentleman had advanced about $40,- 
000 to Mr. Harrison, and Mr. Elkins had 
also a good-sized claim. s 

Mr. Wallace brought with him a 
proposition to the effect that anew 
company for the publication -of the 
journal be incorporated. Elkins and 
Kerens agreed to take common stock in 
such a concern to the amount of theif 
claims, and there was to be an issue of 
$50,000 of preferred stock. The half 
of this was to be taken by the bank in 
return for the material it bought at the 
Sheriff's saie, and the other half was to 
be paid for in cash by prominent Re- 
publicans of the State. This cash was 
to be used to keep the paper running, 


‘yas it was known it had been and would 


continue to lose about $1000 a month. 

Two weeks of the most thorough can- 
vassing by Mr. Wallace, however, failed 
to get the necessary cash subscription: 
in fact, but $3500 of the $25,000 
was subscribed. 

Last night there was a mectin 
which Mr. Wallace met half a dozen 
prominent Republicans. conclu- 
sion he said it had been without result; 
that he did not think the Journal would 
ever be published again, and that he 
would return East tomorrow.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


A Breezy Session of the San Bernar- 


A Large Amount of Important Manicipal 
Business Transacted — Meeting of 
the Riverside Trustees—Red- 
lands News Notes, 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

At the meeting of the city fathers on 
Tuesday evening the contract for paving 
Third street from F to the Santa Fé depot, 
a distance of 1300 feet, was awarded to 
the Porphyry Paving Company of Los An- 
geles. An ordinance requiring all electric 
light and electric power wiresto be strung 
at a height of twenty-three feet above the 
groucd was read for the first time. : 

The accident at the Redlands moter 
bridge over Warm Creek, in which Charles 
Foley was killed, caused the subject of 
lighting this part of the city to be brought 
before the board, and a request was made 
to the effect that a light be placed on First 
street in that vicinity. The San Bernar- 
dino Electric Light Company presented a 
bill for lighting the city during the 
months of July, August and Septem- 
ber, which, under the advice of the an 
Attorpey, was not allowed. Judge F. W. 
Gregg appeared for the company, and 
argued for the paymént of the bill-upon 
the ground that the city had received & 
consideration for which they were under 
obligations to the company The matter 
was then taken under advisement for one 
weck. 

A lively time was had in the considera- 
tion of the bids for the site ot the proposed 
city hall. On behalf of the bid of Mrs. Mc- 
Donald, Col. Paris offered as a further in- 


ducement to seiect this site that as much. 


more land than was named in the bid as 
might be deemed necessary would be sold 
at the same rate as that given in the bid. 
James Boyd spoke in behalf of the bid of 
Bishop Mora, and said that the bid,would 
be reduced $1000 as an inducement to 
select his site, making it $6000. Then 
things were in an excitement for a while, 
some protesting against lowering the 
bids without going through the regu- 
lar process of rejecting all bids and 
advertising for new ones. 
Waters maintained that a bidder could 
reduce his bid. J. G. Burt said such a pro- 
ceeding would be illegal, The City Attor- 
ney gave it as his opinion that bids sbould 
be readvertised for before a reduction 
could be made. Charles W. Allen said that 
the board was not even compelled to ad- 
vertise for bids, and thatit was not com- 
pelled to accept the lowest bid if it did not 
choose. George W.Cooicy argued in the 
same line. Finally, amid a general de- 
bate in which all who felt so inclined took 
part or attempted to do so, Trustee Whit- 
ney moved that all bids be rejected and the 
City Clerk instructed to readvertise for 
bids, The vote stood, Whitney and Potter 
for and Kenniston, Lesher and Mee against 
it. The matter then went over witbout ac- 
tion. Those who voted for new bids are 
the hold-over members, and the ones who 
opposed the redistricting of the city, while 
those who opposed the motion are the ones 
most energetic in getting the city re- 
districted, and who, it was charged at 
the time. were arranging things so that 
two—Kenniston and Mee—might secure a 
reélection next spring in order to have a 
hand in the new City Hal! proposition. 
This action will probably strengthen the be- 
lief held by some, that the action of these 
members is controlled by personal interests 
rather than public good.

The improvements to be 
conducted under the supervision. of 
a committee of three, to be known 
as the Park Committee, and who shall 
employ a competent gardner to superin- 
tend the work: The report also calls for 
an appropriation of $2500 asa park fund. 
This is an excelleut move. There has been 
for vears astrong desire on tbe part of 
many to have a citv park created.

shown how trees grow and flowers flourish 
here. Allillustrations of this have been 
found in private grounds.

A BRILLIANT FAKIR. 


What G. Hamilton Griffin Accom- 
plished While in Prison. 


Said to Have Written a New Bible—A 
Glowing Account of His Accom- 
plishments and Achieve- 
iments. 


A brief Associated Press dispatch was 
printed in Tue Times yesterday morning 
to the effect that Dr. G. Hamilton Grif- 
fin, the notorious fakir, had been re- 
leased from the penitentiary at New 
Westminster, B.C., after serving a term 
of three years for blackmail. There is 
no question but what the fellow is one 
of the smoothest rascals that ever oper- 
ated in Southern California, and, dur- 
ing his residence here swindled a large 
number of people. He was reasonably 
well educated, and, i? common par- 
lance, ‘‘flew high,’’ but some of the 
statements contained in the following 
‘‘special,’’ printed in the San Francisco 
Chronicle Tuesday, will be news to 


many people who thought they knew 
the man: 


The factsin Griffin's case, which caused a 
great sensation not only on the Pacific, 
but in Eastern Canada, where he was 
known in the highest social circles, are as 


follows: Dr. Griffin left Los Angeles, Cal., 
after thebursting of the great real estate 
bubble and-went to Victoria, where he es- 


tablished the Social World, a weekly so* 
ciety paper, and practiced as a 
Presently he entered the tield of specula- 
tion again, and bonded 3172 acres of coal 
land from certoin crown grant owners near 
Nanaimo. The sale of these lands was 
pending forasum running into the mill- 
ions of dollars when, on November 13, 
1888, the late Robert Dunsmuir swore out 
a Warrant against Dr. Grifin, charging him 
with having written letters to Dunsmuir 
stating that he was to be killed at a certain 
time. 

The letters were seven in number and 
were written in Greek and Castilian Span- 
ish, the signature to each being the draw- 
ing of a “black hand."’ The trial took 
place in Victoria before Chief Justice Sir 
M. B. Bigbie, and lasted four days. The 
jury. after an absence of fitteen minutes, 
brought in a verdict of guilty. and on the 
26th of November, 1888, Dr. Griffin was 
sentenced to five years in the penitentiary. 
The prosecution had six San Francisco de- 
tectives engaged on the case, while an ex- 
pert named Hyde of San Francisco was en- 
gaged to examine the bandwriting. Prof. 
McGregor and Prof. Lopetki swore to Dr. 
Griffin's abiiity to speak the languages 
in which the letters were written. Duns- 
muir spent $39.000 in the prosecution. 

After the sentence Dr. Griffin applied for 
a new trial, remaining in jail in Victoria 
foramonth. When a new trial was re- 
fused, he was removed to the penitentiary 
here on January 1, 1889. He served four 
years in the penitentiary, having gained 
one year's time for good conduct, and 
found himself again a tree man on Thurs- 
day last. Immediately on being released 
from the penitentiary, Dr. Griffin went 
over to Nanaimo and had a meeting at mid- 
night with bis bondholders, who to a man

He, of course, denies his 
guilt and speaks very charitably of those 
who assisted atthe trial to send him to 
prison. was converted while in the 
penitentiary by the Presbyterian chaplain, 
Rev. R. Jamieson.

Every blank page and the space 
around the edges of the pages is covered 
with noteSin very minute letters written 
inadozen languages, but principally in 
Greek and Sanscrit. These are material 


“fora work on a bible which he intends 


publishing. He also wrote a book of 1500 
pages of manuscript on his travels in 
Egypt and the Holy land, which also will 
be published. 

To bis Bible work he .has devoted ten 
hours daily for the last two and a half 
years, sleeping only tour bours, and work- 
ing witha pick and shovel the other ten. 
The prison officials testify to the truth of 
this. Inspeaking about the penitentiary 
he said that he was going to write a book 
about his life there and that its contents 
weuld astonish the Dominion. His descrip. 
tion of how prisoners communicate secretly 
together is wonderful. One means that 
the Doctor invented was the training of a 


cell. Six times he refused a pardonin four 
vearson the ground that, as he was not 
guilty, to accept a pardon would be to ad. 
mit his guilt. 

During his imprisonment he received let- 
ters from many of the most prominent 
men in public life in Canada and several in 
the States, inciuding Judge Waldheimer of 
San Francisco, all proclaiming their faith 
in his innocence. 

Dr. Griffin is tall and stoutly built, with 
black hair and piercing eyes of the same 
color. Heis a native of LondonysEngland, 


about 52 years of age. The Doctor speaks 
Spanish perfectly, together with Frepch, 


English, German, Greek, Hebrew. Italian, | 
| Russian, Persian and five other languages. | 
He practiced medicine in Eastern Canada 


from 1880 to 1884 and then went to re- 
side in San Francisco for the benefit of his 
wife’s health, practicing™ in partnership 
with Dr. A. J. Spinner. ' 

Tbe Los Angeles boom broke out in 1888, 
which induced Mr. Griffin to pull up stakes 
and settle in thatcity. He opened an office 
as a medical specialist, but gave up his 


practice and went into land speculating. 


He organized the Soutbern California Land 
Bureau, with a capital of $250,000, both 
himself and Mrs. Griffin owning many 
shares.

A Queer Turn in the Affair Taken 
Yesterday. 


The Complaint Against Ah Him Ordered 
Dismissed Lynch Also Ar- 
rested, but Almost Imme. 
diately Released. 


The Choo Fong ki inaping case took a 
singular turn yesterday, and it is hard 
to tell what the next move will be on 
the checkerboard. 


As stated yesterday morning, Detect- 
ive Bosqui returned from San Francisco 
with Charley Ah Him, the notorious 
highbinder, in custody. Him was 
charged with robbery in having assisted 
in robbing Choo Fong of her jewelry 
when she was kidnaped by his gang and 


several white men, as the detectives 
claim. 


Bosqui had warrants for the arrest of 
Dan Lynch and several deputy consta- 
bles whom he believed to be implicated 
in the disgraceful affair. 

Neither of the white men could be 
found night before last, but Dan Lynch 
was arrested early yesterday afternoon 
and was at once takento the central 
station and booked for robbery. 
--bynch and Him were taken before 
Police Justice Owens shortly after 2 
o'clock for arraingment, but before any 
steps were taken, Justice Owens was 
called tothe telephone by the District 
Attorney’s office and told to dismiss the 
charges against Him and Lynch on the 
grounds thatthe prosecution did not 
have sufficient evidence to hold them. 


membered that the complaint was 
issued from the District Attorney's 
office on evidence not half as strong as 
the evidence that has been worked up 
since the warrants were issued. 

Another sipgtfiar feature is the fact 
that Ah Him’s attorney spent several 
hours in the District Attorney's office 
before this order dismissing the charge 
Was given. 

The detectives have done a great 
deal of work, and it was believed would 
have been given a chance to put their 
evidence before the Court.

THE CORONAD) SUICIDE. 


Her Identity as Kate Morgan Established 
Beyond a Doubt. 

All question as tg the identity of the 
unfortunate young woman who com- 
mitted suicide on the steps of the Cor- 
onado Hotel, at San Diego, a few weeks 
ago, under such mysterious circum- 
stances, was settled yesterday. 

Chief of Police J. B. Breuning of San 
Diego was in this city yesterday, and 
visited Chief Glass, who has in his pos- 
session a photograph of Mrs. Kate 
Morgan, which was found among her 
effects at Contractor Grants when Tue 
Times announced that Kate Morgan, 
Mr. Grant's missing servant girl, and 
the Coronado suicide, were one and the 
same person. 

As soon as Chief Breuning caught 
sight of Mrs. Morgan’s picture he re- 
marked: ‘That is the woman beyond 
a doubt.”’ 

As this part of the mystery is now 
disposed of, it will be in order for the 
detectives to ascertain what became of 
the young woman’s money, if it is true, 
as stated by Mr. Farmer of Hanford, 
that she had quite a sum when she left 
him to come to Los Angeles. She told 
him that she intended to deposit it in a 
bank, and as she had employment all! 
the time she was inthis city, and was 
not extravagant, she could not have 
spent the money. 

If the detectives ascertain what dis- 
position was made of the money, they 
are sure to get to the bottom of the 
cause of her suicide,

cision is anxiously awaited. A special 
dispatch from Washington to tbe San 
Francisco Examiner of Tuesday gives 
the following additional information: 


The decision restored 3,200.000 acres of 
land in California to the general Govern. 
ment. This land its situated in Kern, Los 
Angeles, San Luis Obispo, Ventura, Santa 
Barbara and San Bernardino counties. 
The famous ‘‘Weed Patch" district, east of 
the town of Visalia, is included in these 
lands restored to the public domain; Aliso 
an extensive area ofthe valuable asphal- 
tum deposits west of the town of Bakers- 
field, untington and his associates in the 
Southern Pacific Company are extensively 
working these asphaltum deposits, and 
making large shipwcnts to many of the 
large eastern cities. They have recently 
constructed a railroad from Bakersield 
out to those deposits, and have already 
sent over it tothe East hundreds of car: 
loads of the pavement material. The de. 
cision affects them very seriously, in that 
every odd section of the deposits now be- 
longs to the Government, and while their 
title to the even sections containing por- 
tions of the big asphaltum beds reioains 
undisturbed, the fact that the odd sections 
can, and probably will, fall into other 
hands, will menace and probably destroy a 
monopoly of that business by them. 

The “Weed Patch" district, east of Vi- 
Salia, contains thousands of acres of very 
fertile land, and, as some one has said, ‘it 
will some day be a second Fresno, so fertile 
is the soil and so genial its ciimate.” 
Sireams from the mountains furnish it 
plenty of water. 

Adjoining it and elsewhere in tne region 
affected by the decision are lands that are 
very valuable witn little irrigation. Such 
lands have a value that will make people 
anxious to secure them, and they can be 
found in Kern and Los Angeles counties on 
an extensive scale and on a lesser scale in 
the other counties aiready mentioned 

Generally speaking, the decision affects 
all the lands fifty miles east, west, north 
and south of Mojave. The latter can be 
taken as the center of the district when 
the land grant to the. Southberg Pacific

in the sixties Cougress gave to the latter 
company a land grant of every odd section

of Santa Barbara or at Port Hartford in 
San Luis Obispo county. The —e: in 
the early days of ita grant, tried to have 
itrun northward up the Salinas Valicy, 
and thence through the Santa Clara Valley 
into San Francisco. It put in a claim that 
its grant permitted it to select every odd 
section for forty miles.on either side ofa 
proposed line up through those valleys; 


also to make similar selections in an addi-~ 


tional ten-mile indemnity Limit on either 
side. The courts, however. ina suit aris- 
ing out of claims of settlers against such 
an attitude on the pact of the company, de- 
cided that the latter’sland grant was run 
due west through the Stage to the ocean 
and at no place or time could it run paral- 
lel to the oceaa, 

The land grant ofthe Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company extended from San José 
via Tres Pinos, Alcalde, Goshen, Mojave, 
Los Angeles, Coiton and Salton to Yuma. 
As is weil known, the Central Pacific built 
the line from Lathrop to Goshen without a 
land grant. The branch line from Goshen 
west to Alcalde and from San Joséto Tres 
Pinos, through the rough country in San 
Benito county to Alcalde, was never covered 
by rail, and it was this portion of the land 
grant to the company that was recently de- 
ciared forfeited by Congress and thrown 
open for settlement. By the same forfeit- 
ure actof Congress the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifics land grantclear across the State, 
100 mi.es in width, from the Needies, was 
alsothrown open for settlement, but as 
much of the best part of that grant was 
claimed by the Southern Pacific on accnunt 
of its grant overlapping or crossing it set- 
tiers were slow in taking up the land that 
was claimed by the Huntington railroad 
syndicate. 

Glancing at a map it will be seen that 
the decision invalidates the claim of the 
Huntington people to the odd sections 
along the branch line from Goshen to 
Aicalde. The decision distinctly says that 
the odd sections of the forfeited land grant 
to the Atlantic and Pacific in a tract eighty 
miles wide across the State frem the 
Needles cannot be claimed by Huntington's 
company, because the grant to the latter 
over.apped some orallofthem. The court 
holds that what Congress granted to the 
Atlantic and Pacific it could not and did not 
intend to grant to the other company. 
This being the case, the fact that Congress 
revoked the land grant in Caiifornia to the 
Atlantic and Pacific, because it failed to 
build west from the Needies in the required 
time, caused§ all the land in that grant to 
revert to the General Government. 

The court's decision, explained more in 
detail, soows this fact: When the Atlantic 
and Pacific received a grant of land of 
every odd section for forty miles on either 
side of aline that was to run due west 
across the State to the ocean from The 
Needles, the land-grant act also provided 
foraten-mile indemnity limit on either 
side of the road, and of which the company 
wastotake a8 many odd sections as it 
found itself shortofin the general grant 
because of prior claims or titles that ex- 
isted before its land grant was made or 
tnat were accepted from its grant. But 
thisindemnity clause expressly provided 
that homestead and preemption 


should continueto exist in the indemity | 


limit. 


A portion of the Southern Pacific Rail- | 


road's grant aiso overlapped this indem- 
nity limit ot the Atlantic and Pacitic's 
grant, and the former held that if it did 
not have aright to the overlapping odd 
sections in the grant proper of the Atlantic 
and Pacific it cértainly could claim the odd 
sections in the indemnity limit—some 752.- 
000 acres ot |land—because the right to se- 
lect in the indemnity limit only becomes 
operative after the odd sections in the gen- 
eral grant bave been exhausted and have 
been found to be insufficient. From this 
premise it was technically reasoned that, as 
the Atiantic and Pacific had made no effort 
to exhaust its odd sections in the general 
grant, tne indemnity clause continued to 
exist, and the Southern Pacific Railroad 
hadaright to take tbe overlapping odd 
sections in that limit. 

The court held, however, that the for- 
feiture of the general grant of land carried 
with it the odd sectionsin the indemnity 
limit, and nothing remained to which the 
Southern Pacific Railroad could have a 
shadow of title for any land in the Atlantic 


calls ‘squatters’ have occupied for years 
some portions of it. Others are settled on 
tracts that they have purchased by qait- 
Claim from the railroad. Still others have 
bought from the ralliroad with the under- 
Standing thatthe company would reimburse 
them in case it failed to establish its title. 
In the latter cases the railroad wiil refund 
the purchase money. Where it gave a quit- 
claim deed it did so at a cheap price. aad 
with the understanding that it would not 
reimburse the purchaser in case Its title 
was of no legal value 

Itnow remains to be seen whether in 
disposing of the land the General Land Of- 
fice will give the preference to those 
already on the land, as it did when open- 
ing the forfeited lands in San Benito 
county. 

The decisio&i recalls to mind the story of 
Rew the Huntington syndicate built that 
portion of the Atlantic and Pacific in Cali- 
fornia from Mojave east tothe Needles. 
Colton, Huntington et al. bulit that line 
several years after the land grant to the 
Atlantic and Pacific had expired. Instead 
of becoming a direct contractor they 
bought a controlling interest in the 
stock of the incorporated company 
represented by that line and built 
the read. When they had finished it 
they sold back the controlling interest in 
the stock for what they had paid for it. got 
cash for what the road had actually cost 
them. to build, anda lot of its bonds for 
the profits they demanded in having con- 
structedit. Itis now owned by the Atchi- 
son system. 


A RAILROAD VIEW. 


What One of the southern Pacific Attor. 
neys Sayveof the Decision. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Tues- 
day prints the following interview with 
Mr. Redding, the-attorneyv for the rail- 
road company, who tried the cases: 

Joseph D. Redding, who was counsel for 
the Southern Pacific and won tiie case for 
it before the United States Circuit Court, 
Was seen as soon asthe news of the final 
decisionfrom tne United States Supreme 
Coutt reversing the decision he had o}, 
tained was received. He explained that 
the decision directly affects only 
lands embraced within the intersection ot 
the linesof the grantto the Atlantic and 
Pacitic Rallroad with those of the grant to 
the Southern Pacitic Company, that is to 
say, a portion of the lands inthe overlap- 
ping limits of the two grants. 

All these landa are situated between the 
Colorado River and the’ Pacitic Ocean, 
along whatiinow the Atlantic and Pacific 
and the southernmost section of the South. 
ern Pacific's connection with that line. 

The Atlantic and Pacific was, by act of 
Congress, granted the odd-numbered sec- 
tions of land within twenty miles on each 
side of its track. As rapidly as the road 
was built-the lands were to accrue to the 
company. The entire road wasto be built 
within a specified time and the lands were 
to be immediately set apart by the grantee. 
Failure on the part of the railroad company 
~o comply with the conditions was to be 
followed by the reversion of the lands to 
the Governinent. 

The grantto the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany,, similar in its provisions, was made 
subsequently to the grant to the Atlantic 
and Pacific, and prior tothe forfeiture to 
the Government of the lands which the 
latter co.ipany had failed to locate by not 
building its road within the time specitied. 
In the event that either railroad could not 
secure the total dmount of land which the 
act granted it by reason of prior claims in 
the shape of Mexican grants, an additional 
beit ten miles wide bevond the twenty-mile 
limit on each side of the road was set apart, 
and from it the “indemnity” lands were to 
be chosen. 

Mr. Redding is of the opinion that the 
present decision affects ouly those lands 
embraced in the intersecting grants where 
the Southern Pacific's lines join the present 
lines sold byit to the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and not the whole of the overlapping sec- 
tions. 

The Government made three separate 
claims to the land on as many distinct 
grounds,towJdt, that several Mexican grants 
tinterféred with the defendant's claims; 
that any rights to the land had attached by 
virtue of the attempted location of the At- 
lantic and Pacific grant, which being made 
prior to the grant to the Southern Pacific 
Company, and being forfeited subsequent 
to the latter grant. did not leave them open 
atany time to location by the defendant, 
and, third, that the consolidation of the 
various companies under the Southern Pa- 
ci.ic Company was illegal, the many prior 
incorporations not having been properly 
amalgamated. 

‘The case was a very intricate one.”’ Mr. 
Redding said, “and involved hundreds of 
exhibitsand many nice points. Whether 
the United States Supreme Court has es. 
tablisned some rule which will 
cover allrailroad lands similarly claimed 
or not I cannot say until I see .« papers in 
the decision. The decision ma, cover the 
small portion I have indicated, andit may 


be so comprepensive as to cover millions of 
acres.’’ 


MR. MUNDAY’'S VIEWS. 


Some of the Far-reaching Effects of the 
Decision. 

M. E. C. Munday, who has given the 
subject of railroad lands and grants 
much study and attention, yesterday 
stated that be regarded the ‘decision as 
one of the most important ever rendered 
by the Supreme Court, and when its 
full significance was realized its infin- 
ence would be felt not only in America, 
but in the money markets of the world. 
One reason for this, Mr. Munday said, 
grew out cf the fact that the Southern 
Pacitic had bonded all, or almost ai), of 
the land covered by this decision, and 
that the bonds were principally in the 
hands of English holders. ‘The railroad 
company would, of course, haveto make 
these bonds good, and if there was any 


hitch in the matter it would have a 
decidedly unsettling tendency.

The Dehail First Street Case 
Finally Decided. 


Tho Suprente Court Affirms the De- 
cision Against the City. 


Taking of Testimony in the Ah Yung 
Murder Trial Concluded, 


No Evidence Offered by the Defense—The 
Wagner.Bell Trial Continued — 
Action for Damages Before 
Judge Shaw — Notes. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
affirming the judgment of Judge Van 
Dyke in the case of the City of Los 
Angeles (appellant) vs. Alice Dehail et 
al. (respondents) was received yester- 
dav tor filing in the city by Deputy 
Clerk Ashmore, accompanied by the 
following brief opinion rendered 
therein: 


Action to appropriate to the use of the 
plaintiff as a public street certain lands of 

he defendants under proceedings taken by 
virtue of the act of March 6, 1889 (Stat. 
1889. p. 70) 

The complaint sets forth an ordinance 
for the widening of First street from Los 
Angeles to Alameda streets, adopted by 
the plaintiff July 8, 1889, and also the 
various steps taken by the municipality 
under that ordinance, and alleges that a 
portion of the land required for the widen- 
me of @he street is the property of the de- 
fehdant, Alice Dehail, and that the commis- 
sioners appointed under said ordinance 
have determined that she will be damaged 
by sald improvement in the sum of 
€3718.50, that this amount of money has 
been tendered to her with a request that 
she execute a deed for said land to the city, 
andfhat she has refused to accept the 
ghey or make the deed, and prays judg- 

nt for the condemnation of said land 
upon the payment to the defendants, or 
into court for their benefit, of the amount 
of compensation therefer, to which they 
are entitied. A demurrer to this complaint 
was sustained, and from the jadgmént ren- 
dered thereon in favor of the defendants 
plaintiff has appealed. 

In Dehail vs. Morford (95 Cal. 457) it was 
held that the ordinance under which these 
proceedings were taken did not confer 
upon the city any jurisdiction to make the 
improvement contemplated thereby, and it 
is very evident that, if the ordinance was 
insuMcient. to give to the city any 
jurisdiction to make the improvement, the 
commissioners appointed under that ordi- 
nance would have no authority to deter- 
mine the amount of money which the own- 
ers of the land to be taken should accept 
for its conveyance to the city. and that the 
owners cannot be compelled to accept that 
amount, or to make a Conveyance of their 
land. 
“This action cannot be upheld as a pro- 
ceeding to condemn the land in question 
under the power of eminent domain, or by 
virtue of the provisions of section 18 of 
the act of March 6.1889. Before such pro- 
ceedings can be instituted, it is necessary 
that the municipality shall have passed a 
valid ordinance for the widening of the 
street. As the ordinance in question con- 
ferred no authority to make the improve- 
ment, it cannot be used as the basis of any 
action for condemnation of the land sought 
to be included in the improvement. 


TBE AH YUNG MURDER_TRIAL. 

The trial of the Ah Yung murder 
case was concluded in Depart:nent One 
yesterday, so far as the taking of testi- 
money is concerned, and the matter 
will in all probability be submitted to 
the jury this evening. 

The proceedings commenced with the 
examination of the witness Officer L. R 
Harris, who was recalled forthe pur- 
pose of detailing the circumstances of 


the discovery of the body of 
the deceased boy. He stated that 
about 5 o’clock Ah Luen_ told 


him that he believed his’ cousin had 
been murdered, and suggested that his 
body might have been thrown into the 
privy. Acting upon this suggestion the 
witness examined the place, but did 
not make a very searching investiga- 
tion. Later on, however, he returned 
to the place, and discovering a human 
foot protruding from the filth, recovered 
the body. 

. Dr. E, A. Bryant was also recalled 
and questioned as to a few minor points 
relating to the autopsy. . 

Officer C. M. Whaling and Ah Luen 
merely corroborated the witness Harris, 
and Detective Bosqui testified to the 
statements made to him by the defend- 
ant after arrest, through the medium 
»f Chan Kiu Sing, the interpreter. 

Francisco Quijado, the father of the 
deceased, and Thomas Cordoba were 
called for the purpose of showing that 
the body recovered by Officer Harris 
was that of Feraande Quijada, and 
Ah Hing, one of the three Chinese who 
saw the defendant run away from the 
house and jump the fence, corroborated 
the testimony of the others. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion, and Judge Smith ordered Attorney 
Guthrie to proceed, when, to the aston- 
ishment of all concerned, the defend- 
ant’s counsel announced that the de- 
fense had no testimony to offer and 
rested its case. Attorney H. H. Appel 
of counsel for the prosecution thereupon 
inade the opening address to the jury, 
and at the close of his afgument court 
adjourned forthe day, the matter go- 
ing over until this morning. 

THE WAGNER-BELL 

The taking of testimony in the cuse of 
Mrs. Lucy C. Wagner vs. W. Lewis Bell 
etal., an action to declare the Fulton 
lron Works a nuisance, was resumed 
before Judge Otis (sitting for Judge Mc- 
Kinley) and a jury in Department Six 
vesterday, M. C. Fordham, a neighbor, 
and the plaintiffs, Cornelius and Lucy 
©. Wagner, being upon’ the © stand. 
Their evidence was simply a reitera- 
tion im detail of the facts recited in 
their complaint. which was amended in 
order to conform to the facts, the 
amount expended by them in improving 
their property being 82500 instead of 
$25,000. This closed the case for the 
plaintiffs, and the defendant's council 
thereupon moved the court to allow the 
jury to pe taken down to the works to 
view the premises, but Judge Otis de- 
nied the motion, remarking that it was 
almost impossible forthe jury to visit 
the scene without their being practi- 
cally permitted to take testimony as to 
the noise created by the trip hammers, 
or the condition of the house. etc.: that 
even if it were merely for the purpose 
of identifying the premises, unless the 
description thereof in the pleadings 
Was ambiguous, though no particular 
harm would ensue, he could not see 
that, on the other hand, it would do any 
good. | 

The defense thereupon asked leave to 
amend the answer so as to specifically 
deny each and every allegation con- 
tained in plaintiff's complaint, and 
after hearing argument thereon. the 
Court, at 4 o'clock, adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning, it being under- 
stood that the defendant's attorneys 
should prepare their proposed .amend- 
ments meanwhile and submit the same 
this morning. 

ACTION FOR DAMAGES. 

The trial of the case of Thomas 
Howse ct ux. vs. Marius Meyer, an ac- 
tion for damages, and the third of its 
kind upon the calendar of Department 
Five this week, was commenced before 
Judge Shaw and a jury this afternoon, 
the plaintiffs being represented by C. 
C. Stephens, Esq., and Messrs. Orfila 


and Reymert appearing for the defense. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were H. A. Barraclough, K. H. Dorsey, 
J. G. de Turk, J. A. Evans, C. L. Foster, 
W. Freeman, W. T. Grimes, G. Hanna, 
A. W. Hathaway, E. Luke, C. S. Shen- 
neman and P, C..Stol). 

The plaintiffs alleged in their com- 
plaint that, on July 24 last, while out 
driving in a buggy with their little girl, 
near Buena Park in Orange county, 
they drew up on one side of the 
roal, leaving ample room for vehicles 
to pass by: but the defendant, who was 
driving a double cteam attached to a 
spring wagon, carelessly and negli- 
gently ran into and upset their buggy. 
That by reason of this negligence on 
the part of defendant, Mrs. House was 
thrown violently to the ground and 
sustained severe injuries, to her damage 
inthesum of $10,000. The defend- 
ant. in his answer, denies specifically 
each and every allegation made by de- 
fendants, and alleges that piaintiff_s were 
guilty of contributory negligence. 

During the afternoon four witnesses 
were called upon to testify on behalf of 
the plaintiffs, viz.: Dr. J. 5S. Gibbs, 
who was summoned to attend Mrs. 
House immediately after the accident. 
his wife. Mrs. Adelia Gibbs, Caspar 
Schantz and Mrs. Ellen F. Schantz, 
both of whom saw the collision from 
their residence near by. 

The matter will be taken up again 
this morning.

Three of the excursions which will 
come to Southern California this season 
will be rutvunder the auspices of Thomas 
Cook & Son, a famous excursion firm 
that has hitherto paid no attention to 
California as an objective point for 
tourists.

It is rumored that the Los Angeles 
ticket brokers, in their mew organiza- 
tion for the purpose of boycotting all 
transcontinental roads except one, will 
select the Rock Island as the favored 
line to get all their business. They 
held another meeting last evening to 
perfect their organization. 

As everybody supposed when the 
interstate commerce law went into 
effect the railroad officials would en- 
deavor to doctor the statute to suit 
their own ideas when they felt like it, 
now that there are especially urgent 
reasons for amendments to the law the 
heavyweight officials will see to it that 
pooling may be legalized. 

The anuual report of the Atchison 
Hospital Association has just been is- 
sued. For the year ending June 30, it 
shows treatment of 2766 cases of 
injury, there being only thirty-five 
deaths fromsuch causes. Employes and 
others to the number of 16,954, suffer- 
ing from various diseases. were a'iso 
treated. Hospitals are located at Fort 
Madison, Ottawa, La Junta and Las 
Vegas. The receipts for the year were 
$89,571.88, and expenses were 
$76,376.38, leaving a surplus of 
$13,195.50. The monthly assessments 
for the hospital fund are 25 cents for 
employes earning $30 orless, 35 cents 
for those earning more than $380 and 
less than $60, 50 cents for those ecarn- 
ing $60 and less than $100 and $1 for 
those earning over $100 a month. 
Subscribers tothe fund are entitled to 
at least four months’ continuous treat- 
ment, if necessary, at any of the 
hospitals. 


A Chicago exchange says: While the 
railroads are contending that they can- 
not afford tomake reasonable reduc- 
tions in passenger ‘rates during the 
World’s Fair period next summer, their 
actions do not prove that they are sin- 
cere in their statements. If there was 
as little money in the passenger traftic 
as they profess, they would certainly 
desist from paying such excessive com- 
missions to ticket agents and scalpers 
as is now being done west of the Mis- 
souri River. It is understood that all 
the transmissouri lines are now paying 
as large commissions as they find neces- 
sary to secure the business. The blame 
for the trouble is claimed to be due to 
the fight between the Union Pacific and 
its competitors, the latter refusing to 
honor the former’s round-trip tickets. 
The Union-Pacific is charged with pay- 
ing a commission of 85 per passenger 
from the Missouri River to Colorado 
points. The agreed commission hereto- 


fore was $1 for each ticket on such 
business.

FRUIT-GROWERS’ UNION. 


The Report of the Manager for the Past 
Season. 


George J. Mitchell, manager of the 
Frhit-growers’ Union of Southetn Cali- 
fornia, has compiled his report of the 
operations of the union for the past 
year. The report is as follows: “ 


The orange shipping season of 1891-92 
opened with bright prospects for the crow. 
ersandtbe union, but the windstorm of 
Pecember 10, followed by the heavy frost 
of Christinas night, entirely blighted these 
prospects, and the season turned out to be 
one of unprecedented disaster. The board 
of directors decided that in spite of the ca- 
lamnity which had overtaken the citrus in- 
dustry, and which caused the loss of nearly. 
or quite, one-half the crop of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, the union must remain in the field 
and do the best possible for the growers. 
The call nade by the directors of $1 per 
share on stock subscribed was not generally 
responded to, and the manager was from 
thé outset badly crippled for want of tunds, 
omy some $500 being paid in. Nothing 
could be done in the way of establishing 
agencies because of lack of funds, and the 
directors were forced to ship through com- 
mission houses, as was done the season be- 
fore, or not shipatall. The manager used 
every means in his power to obtain reliable 
market quotations, but found that on ac- 
count of the condition of the fruit shipped 
no such quotations could be had. He laid 
the matter before the Executive Commit- 
tee. and it was decided that, under the cir- 
cumstances, it was best to send out no quo. 
tations at all. 

A limited number of cars were shipped 
by the union, some seventy in all, from 
San Gabriel, Duarte, Pomona and Ontario. 
The quaHty of the fruit offefed was pot, as 
a rule, first-class, and in many cases the 
fruit was unfit for shipment. In the nature 
of things it was impossible to obtain good 
results. Prices ruled low, and growers 
were disappointed with returns. Early in 
the season Calitornia oranges were placed 
on the *‘black list’ in Eastern markets on 
account of the large quantity of frozen 
fruit shipped, so that even after this frozen 
stuff ceased to go forward, the depressing 
effect remained, and fair prices could not 
be obtained for really good fruit. Buyers 
East were as much dissatisfied as shippers 
here. Settlements were hard to obtain, re- 
turns very badly delayed, and much dis- 
satisfaction was the result. A comparison 
with the results obtained by other shippers 
shows, however, thatthe union did as well 
on the whole as any shipper in the fleld. 
The season throughoyt, caused by a tre- 
mendous disaster, was one of disappoint- 
ment and heavy loss. The pledges made of 
“cents per box toward the support of the 
union, though honvurably kept by a few. 
were very generally disregarded. The 
manager has paid all debts, so the union 
does not owe one cent to anyone, except 
the manager, as shown in the financial re- 
port of tae secretary. 

In case you decide to keep the union in 
existence, the manager would make the 
following suggestions: 

First—The amount of the capital stock 
subscribed (some 1200 shares out of 
20,000) is entirely inadequate. 

Second—Experience now clearly shows 
that it is utterly useless to attempt what 
the union was formed to do, that is, handle 
and market a large quantity of fruit, with- 
out adequate funds. A capital stock of not 
less than $100,000—not subscribed, but 
paid up—is absolutely necessary to properly 
and successfully do the business for which 
this union was formed. 


Mr. Mitchell also submits a financial 
statement, showing that the receipts for 
the season from all sources were 
$2798.10, and expenditures the same. 


SLASHED WITH A RAZOR. 


Johnny Manning Probably Fatally 
' Wounded by a Negro. 


His Assailant Supposed to Be “Pomp” 
Smith—A Dog the Cause of the 
Dispute Which Led Up to 
the Cutting. 


At 7:20 o'clock last night a serious 
cuttirg scrape took place in Billy Man- 
ning’s old place on Pico Heights, be- 
tween the ex-‘‘pug’s’ brother, John 
Manning, and a negro supposed to be 
Pomp Smith. 

Smith used a razor, and succeeded in 
slashing Manning’s face on the right 
side from the temple to the jaw, and he 
then drew the razor across the throat, 
almost severing the head from the body. 

As a parting cut, the negro drew the 
razor across Manning’s right arm, just 
below the shoulder, cutting it to the 
bone. 

Dr. Hall happened to be near by, and 
was called in, and found the wounded 
man ina bad way, forthe cuts on the 
face and underthe chin are deep, and 
up to 8:80 o’clock the doctor had not 
succeeded in checking the flow of blood. 
He sent the city for another doctor. 

The men got into a fight over the 
negro’s dog, and, as Manning is a pro- 
fessional prize-fighter, he did not hesi- 
tate to jumpthe negro. The fight only 
lasted a few seconds, when the negro 
drew a razor and went to work. 

J. B. Claverie, who lives next door, 
and Clearance Halland William Frank- 
lin, who conduct Billy Manning's old 
place, attempted to capture Smith, but 
he got away, after cutting Hall's hand 
severely. The dog, which caused the 
trouble, stood by his master when the 
three men attempted to capture him, 
and chewed Claverie upin pretty good 
shape. 

At 11 o’clock last night Officer Con- 
ley arrested Smith on the corner of Ar- 
cadia and Main streets, in the Pacific 
Gardens, and lodged him in the City 
Prison. 

fle was a little drunk and denied 
that he hada fight with Manning, but 
the officers are confident that he is the 
man. When searched at the central 
station, blood was found on his shirt 
sleeves. 

When last heard from Manning was 
sinking fast, and Drs. Smith and Hill 
stated that he could not live until 
morning. 

Officer Hawley made an investiga- 
tion, which showed beyond a doubt that 
the cutting was done by Smith. Sev- 
eral persons were found who saw the 
cutting, and a strong case will be made 
out against him.

A KNOTTY PROBLEM. 


Legislators Anxious to Know When 
Their Duties Commence. 


Some of the DiMcalties Growmg Ont of 
the First of January Comteg on 
Sunday—Atty.-Gen. Hagt's 
Oplinioa. 


The San Francisco Examiter of Tues- 
day publishes the following: 


The Senators and Assemblymen who will 
serve inthe next Legislature have been 
worrying for several weeks over what has 
tg tothemto beavery knotty prob- 

em. They areall anxiousto know when 
their duties as legislators will commence. 

All the trouble and worriment has grown 
out of the fact that January 1 falls on Sun- 
day. Section 10 of the Political Code pro- 
vides that when December 25, January 1, 
February 22, May 30 or July 4 falls on 
Sunday the following day is a legal holiday. 
On the other hand the State Constitution 
provides that the Legislature shall convene 
on the first Monday in January. The first 
Monday in January of next year will, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the code, be a 
legal holiday,as the new year begins on 
Sunday. 

To add to the bewilderment of the mem- 
bers of both houses, section 15 of the Po- 
litical Code provides that when the time 
tor the fulfillment ot any act of a secular 
nature, other than awork of necessity or 
mercy, fallsona holiday, it can be per- 
formed on the next business day. 

Some of the legislators believe that they 
should convene on January 2, others in. 
cline to the belief that Tuesday, January 3, 
is the proper time, while the remainder 
figure out that a6 the first Monday in Janu. 
ary is a holiday, it does not count, and that 
Monday, January 9, is the proper time for 
commencing their labors. 

The resultoftbis diversity of opinions 
has give Atty.-Gen. Hart considerable addi- 
tional work. He has been written to by 
manyof the Assemblymen and Senators 
for his opinion on the subject, and he is 
also expecting acommunication from the 
Secretary of State. 

In talking of the matter yesterday Gen. 
Hart said that the Constitution of the State 
provides that the Legislature snall con- 
vene at noon onthe first Monday in Jan- 
uary. 

“There is a statute,"’ he added, ‘‘provid- 
ing that when January 1, among other 
holidays, falls on Sunday the next day is a 
legal holiday, butit cannot change or affect 
the constitutional provision referring to 
the convening of the Legislature. It is 
true that Monday, Januarv 2, 1893, will 
be a legal holiday regarding all courts and 
persons excepting the Supreme Court and 
the Legislature. The Legislature should 
convene that day, and such has been the 
opinion I lave given to the legislators who 
have sought my advice on the matter. 
Every statute must give way when it con- 
flicts with a constitutional provision."’ 

Senator Frank McGowan of Humboldt, 
Senator Carpenter of Los Angeles and Sen- 
ator Flint of San Benito are in the fight for 
president pro tem. of the Senate. Mc- 
Gowan has many friends working for him 
in the northern part of the State, and they 
are satisiied that with the strength they 
have there, and what they will receive from 
the ‘‘bold-over’’ Senators from San Fran- 
cisco, they will win. 

Marcus D. Boruck is being pushed for- 
ward by his friends for secretary of the 
Senate. F.J. Brandon of San José is in 
field against him. Both aspirants have oc- 
cupied the coveted position before, and are 
thoroughly acquainted with the duties of 
the office. 

Thomas Rodgers of Kern county, who 
Was sergeant-at-arms of the Senate at the 
last session, would like to succeed himself. 
Against him is Mike Smith, the proprietor 
of a Market street saloon. ; 

An effort will be made at the next session 
of the Legislature to have a bill passed 
providing for the division of Los Angeles 
and San Bernard.uo counties and the form- 
ing of a new county, with Riverside as the 
county seat. A delegation of workers will 
reach Sacramento before the Legislature 
convenes to urge the passage of the bill. 


UNITY CLUB. 


Three Interesting Papers Read Before an 
Appreciative Audience. 

Thfee interesting papers were read 
before the Unity Club last evening be- 
fore the usual assemblage of about five 
hundred people, who comfortably filled 
the main andience room of Unity 
Church.

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WANTS HIS FREEDOM 


F. M. Garrett Moving to Secure 
a Pardon. 


His Daughter Declares That She 


Perjured Herself 

When She Swore He Was the Author 
of Her Ruin. 


She Says She Sacrificed Her Yather to 
Save Her Lover—Her Letter to Gov. 
Markham—The Facts in 

_ the Case. 


‘ Most people in Los Angeles and vi- 
cinity will remember the Garrett incest 
case, which caused such a sensation in 
the latter part of 1889, and which re- 
sulted, after two trials, in Capt. F. M. 
Garrett being convicted and sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment in San Quen- 
tin. Garrett first came to Los Angeles 
in 1887 or 1888, and was first em- 
ployed as a detective by Mayor Work- 
man. He claimed to have been con- 
neqged with tif New Orleans police 
force, and also said he had been a rail- 
road detective in St. Louis. He wasa 
good talker, and had quite a fac- 


ulty of making friends. His fam- 
ily consisted of two daughters, 
Maliah, aged 16, and Ella, aged 


10. Garrett aspired to be Chief of 
Police, and almost succeeded, but was 
finally provided for in the office of the 
Street Superintendent. Garrett's 
family affairs first became _  pvblic 
through the arrest ot James Edgecomb, 
a worthless young painter, for the 
seduction of the elder girl, Maliah. 
This matter was settled by Edgcomb 
marrying the girl, and almost immedi- 
ately after she swore to a complaint 
charging her father with having been 
criminally intimate with her. The 
trial which followed was a most sensa- 
tional one, and a frightful state of de- 

ravity on Garrett's part was developed. 
Rot only did the elder girl testify re- 
peatedly that her father was 
the autbor of her ruin, giving the 
most minute details as to times 
and places when the criminal 
acts were committed, but her testimony 
was corroborated by the younger girl, 
and damaging testimony was also ad- 
duced as to Garrett’s past life at’ New 
Orleans. As the result of this evidence 
Garrett was finally convicted and sent 
to San Quentin, and the girl and her 
busband left the city. From time to 
- time reports have reached this city of 
the wretched life the miserable girl was 
leading with her drunken husband, but 
of late nothing has been heard of them. 

For the first year that Garrett was in 
San Quentin he was very quiet. He 
then began to pose as an injured inno- 
cent, and it now appears that there is 
an organized movement to secure his 
pardon. The San Francisco Exam- 
iner of Tuesday devotes two. col- 
umns to the case, taking the ground that 
he is innocent, and publishes a letter 
from the Gaughter, in which she con- 
fesses that she perjured herself and 
consigned her father to the peniten- 
tiary to save her lover. All of this will 
be news to people who are familiar 
with the case. Garrett had a fair trial 
and every opportunity was given him 
to prove his innocence. There was 
nothing in the testimony of the girl to 
show that she was not telling the truth; 
in fact, she tried in every way in her 
power to shield her father, and when 
sentence was passed it was the gencral 
opinion that he had escaped with a very 
light penalty, considering the enormity 
of his offense. Following is’ the 
daughter’s letter to Gov. Markham, ask- 
ing executive clemency for her father: 

MOBILE (Ala.,) Sept 9, 1892. 

His Excellency, Gov. H. H. Markham, Sae- 
ramento, Cal.—DEAR Str: I am informed 
that my father, Capt. F. M. Garrett, has 
petitioned you to pardon and release him 
from prison at San Quentin, where he is 
now serving a ten years’ sentence. I am 

. his daughter and was the principal witness 
against him, and I wish to make a state- 
ment of the facts. I signed the bills of in- 
formation and aided others in securing his 
conviction. 

My father, my little sister and I were 

keeping house, and we were a happy family 
until | meta man by the name of James 
Edgcomb, who, on one afternoon while my 
father was at his office, called at our house, 
and, when I went to the door, introduced 
himselfand askedthat he might call on me. 
Iwas only 15 yearsold, andl felt highly 
elated over the idea of receiving attention. 
‘I told him I would give him an answer next 
day, as I had to ask papa. I told papa when 
he came home and he told me notto have 
anything todo with such a man. 

However, James Edgcomb came the next 
day, and papa forbade him the house. I 
pleaded and begged to allow him to come 

-once in a while, but papa said he had said 
all he had to say on the matter. But what 
he said did not daunt me. I let him come 
to the house against my father's will. We 
became engaged to be married, but I was 
betrayed by him. I went to bim one day 
and pleaded, but he refused ane cursed me. 
{ returned bome and told my father, and he 
became so enraged that for two days he 
hunted Edgcomb, interding to kill him. 
He couldn't find hith, though, and so he 
made charges on which Edgcomb was ar- 
rested. 

Papa was 80 angry with me for the dis. 
Krace I had brought upon him that be 
threatened to disown me, Iwas afraid he 
would put me out, so when Edgcombd’s 
friends came to see me and said he wanted 
to marry me I was only tooglad. I went 
and married him in the jail. By the infiu- 
ence of my husband and others I was then 
made to put a charge against my father in 
order to clear Edgcomb. There were two 
witnesses who were made to perjure them- 
selves in Edgcomb’s behalf and to papa's 
downfall. Almost every word they spoke 
was false. 

I understand you have in your possession 
a letter written by me tomy mother-in-law, 
which I never finished nor signed. I do 
not remember everything I said in that let- 
ter, but, to the best of my recollection, 
what I did write was true. My father is in- 
nocent of the charge on which he was con- 
victed. He hasraised me tenderly, nursed 
me through my many sicknesses, strugcied 
hard for a living to send me to school, and, 
in every sense of the word, has been a lov- 
ing and good father. . 

if I was in Sacramento I would go to you 


and kneel at your feet and beg of you to}, 


right the terrible wrong which has been 
done to my father, for again I say he is in- 
nocent. I pray that you look into this mat- 
ter carefully, and my prayer to God and to 
you is to see the wrong made right. And 
surely if you answer that earnest prayer 
you will receive your crown of glory before 
the Great White Throne of God. I pray 
that the beautiful angels will hover around 
you and guide you to do right. 

Think whatit must be to be in prison, 
sick, with criminals of the deepest dye. 
shutup away from® the outside world for 
something you hadneverdone. Iwas made 
to do wrong. but my prayer by day and by 
night is for God to forgive me for being in- 
strumental in placing papa where heis. [I 
never been happy for, one moment 
since my father has been in prison 

My sin was great, but my puaishment has 
been greater. I had a dear, beautiful little 
baby who was my heart's idol. God took 
that baby. My husband has proven a vil- 
lain in more ways thanone. Thus you see 
I have reaped whatI havesown. But what 
must my father’s life be, suffering for 
nothing? 

Oh, you area good, powerful man. On 
you bangs the life of an innocent man. 
Give him life, for be will never serve out 
histime. Heis sick and it will surely kill 
him. I hope I havenot consumed too much 
of your valuable time, but to me this is a 
matter of right and wrong; to my father it 
means life or death.. With a prayer on my 


v 


‘lips that you will see justice done to an in- 


nocenteiman, and that man my father, I will 
close, hoping you will deem this worthy of 
yourimmediate attention.

REFORM ASSOCIATION. 


Preliminary Steps Taken by the Executive 
Committee, 


The Executive Committee of the Citi- | 


zens’ Reform Association held its first 
regular me@ting yesterday afternoon in 
the office *of H. O. Collins, all of the 
members appointed being present with 
the exception of Messrs. Brotherton 
and Freeman, who were detained from 
attending by business engagements. 

T. D. Stimson, as president of the 
new organization, acted as chairman, 
and HB. O. Collins as secretary, both be- 
ing ex-officio members of the commit- 
tee In their respective positions, as pro- 
vided for in the plan of procedure 
adopted. 

Those present, by the interest mani- 
fested, showed that they were thor- 
oughly determined to carry the move- 
ment through to a successful finish at 
any cost. The whole situation was dis- 
cussed at length, and many new fea- 
tures presented along the line of pro- 
posed reform as well as the various 
means by which remedies could be se- 
cured. As before mentioned, the ac- 
cepted plan of action most favorably 
considered by all is to introduce into 
the next Legislature such bills to be- 
come general laws as will affect the 
city and county governments on the 
points desired. 

The committee yesterday made a good 
beginning in the way of preparation, 
appointing, after thorough considera- 
tion of all necessary details, various 
sub-committees and outlining the 
general work. 

Upon motion it was agreed to havea 
circular letter drawn up to mail to 
leading men throughout the county, 
soliciting their support and asking 


them to assist in securing members for |. 


the association, in order that the move- 
ment might be widely dissiminated, 
H. O. Collins and Abbot Kinney being 
appointed to take that branch in 
charge. 

Messrs. Hazard, Kiokke and Forman 
were designated as a conmittee to 
select some city lawyer best qualified 
to draw up the bills for presentation 
before the Legislature, with Messrs. 
Silent, Stephens, Murphey, Variei and 
Hutton as a supplementary committee, 
toexamine and pass upon any such 
papers drawn up for passage. 

Other committees were appointed as 
follows: 

On ways and means rs, Hazard, 
H. Newmark, William Lacy and J. S. 
Slauson. 

On further investigation and com- 
pilers of statistics—G. J. Griffith and 
Abbott Kinney. 

The committee will meet again on 
Wednesday next at 2 p.m. 


ENGLISH COLONISTS. 


Movementto Induce Them to Settle on 
California Lands. 

While the practice of investment by 
English capitalists in large tracts of 
lands on a purely speculative basis in 
America is looked upon with disfavor 
and generally discountenanced, there is 
one formof English patronage which 
Americans do care to encourage, and 
that is the settlement of English colo- 
nists of the middle class, who buy small 
lots of realty with the intent of improv- 
ing and making it their home place 
from which they may derive a comfort- 
able living. Among such people in Lon- 
don are several companies now working 
with the idea of inducing them to im- 
migrate to California. Maj. Housen, a 
representative of one of those organiza- 
tions, arrived inthe city this week 
from Lordon, on atrip of business and 
pleasure combined. ‘To a Times repor- 
ter he outlined briefly the course of 
work upon which his firm were engaged 
andthe general probabilities ior in-. 
creasing the business of the same. 

The knglish people, he said, as a rule 
are inclined to be incredulous of the de- 
scription giventhem ofthe wonderful 
resources capable of being developed in 
this section, as they can scarcely be- 
lieve in any investment which gives 
them a larger return than they can get 
at home. The companies endeavored 
to give a fair statement, without 
discoloration, of things as they exist, 
not wishing any one to come over and 
be dissatisfied with their bargains. Un- 
der the present arrangement of the En- 
glish firm, working in conjunction with 
the land company, each colonist may 
purchase any amount of land in parcels 
of over twenty acres, paying for the 
same in installments covering five years 
of time. 

After the difficulty of prejudice and 
lack of belief in the country’s descrip- 
tion and possibilities are overcome and 
a number of colonies settled, it is ex- 
pected that immigration will be largelv 
increased and much of the now unim- 
proved land of the {tate will be settled 
with a thrifty and industrious people. 


Another Railroad Needed. 

O. H. Morton, now visiting in South- 
ern California, writes at length to Tue 
Tres on the growth and progress of 
this section as he finds it, after an in- 
terval of absence. He is more than 
pleased with the prospect, but laments 
the condition of transportation affairs, 
claiming that by means of a combiue 
now existing, the railroad companies 
are not working for the interest of the 
country inthe way that they should, 
rather favoring Florida and other lo- 
calities. He believes the rates charged, 
both passenger and freight, between 
here andthe East exorbitant beyond 
reason, and thinks that the only way to 
escape the clutches of alleged monopoly 
is by putting through an opposition 
road connecting this city with Salt 
Lake.
